Classical  Studies. 

At  the  graduating  exercises  four  years 
ago  an  essay  was  read  oh  the  value  of  the 
study  of  the  classic*.  Iu  tills  essay  the 
advantages  derived  from  such  study  were 
presented  as  being  many  and  great.  So 
earnest  and  interesting  was  the  preseuta- 
tfon  that  some  who  had  n’t  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  these  studies  regretted  it ;  and 
some  of  us  in  the  lower  classes  began  to 
think  that  we  had  at  last  something  to 
look  lorward  to.  For  iie^e  was  a  study  it 
was  claimed,  from  whieh  we  would  rece- 
ivegreat  immediate  and  pfospectivejbene- 
flt. 

After  an  experience  of  three years  read¬ 
ing  I  wish  to  consider  the  study  of  the 
classics,  this  evening,  from  a  single  point 
of  view— as  a  study  for  girts — for  some¬ 
how.  during  the  period  named,  thfere  has 
been  growing  up  in  my  mind  a  feeling 
that  while  acquiring  the  conceded  advai  - 
tages,  a  girl  has  tii  . cli  to  go  through  that 
Is  of  very  uncertain  value* -at  least  only 
remotely  bearing  upon  the  betior  use  -  of 
life. 

Let  us  see  for  a  few  moments  just  what 
three  years'  study  in  Latin  has  compelled 
us  to  kno&. 

Having  learned  the  rudiments  of  the 
language,  we  became  acquainted  with  the 
character  of  Julius  Cft?<ar  by  reading  his 
Commentaries.  »  he  work  is  divided  into 
sections  or  l  ooks,  eacii  comprising  an  ac¬ 
count  of  Ca-aur  d  conquests  iu  Gaul  during 
one  year.  We  study  four  of  these  years 
of  almost  interminable,  campaigning  ami 
wars — wars  In  which  men,  women  and 
children  were  indiscriminately  butcheied  ! 
in  wfdch  one  of  the  finest  portions  of  Eu¬ 
rope  was  entirely  overrun,  ami  in  some  in¬ 
stances  tribes  ami  almost  nations  were  ex¬ 
terminated.  As  an  undertone  throug  out 
this  entire  history  we  have  the  workings 
of  passion,  malice  ami  intrigue  which  can 
scarely  be  paralleled  in  all  hhtory. 

After  a  year's  reading  iu  these  commen¬ 
taries  we  not  unaturally  laid  them  aside 
with  the  feellug  that  such  reading  was  not 
possibly  the  best  means  to  use  in  intro¬ 
ducing  girls  to  the  amenities  of  style  and 
the  charm  of  litsraij  culture. 

Having  often  heard  that  Cicero  was  the 
greatest  orator  of  Rome,  if  not'of  all  tim  . 
we  took  up  his  orations  with  great  expec¬ 
tation.  for  naturally  we  thought  we  would 
receive  much  valuable  instruction  from 
the  writings  of  one  who,  as  an  orator, 
statesman,  and  philosopher,  is  reported 
to  have  been  the  great  inspirer  of  young 
minds  for  two  thousand  years  in  thought 
as  well  as  in  expression. 

His  often  quoted  maxmi  that  in  compos¬ 
ition  ami  elocution  ai  t  should  conceal  ai  t, 
had  a  peculiar  attractiveness,  a*  .!  we  had 
expected  to  be  able  to  lenrii  from  him 
inueh  in  matters  pertaining  to  excellence 
of  expression  in  .speakink  »||d  writing. 
But  almost  in  **ui  first  day’I  acquaintance, 
*>i  tain  little  peculiarities  began  to  a|>- 
pear  which  the  grammars  have  classified 
under  the  pleasant  names  iparalipis,  ana- 
phora.*»po-'U°l,es's»  litotes,  ele. 

The  unpleasant  frequency  with  which 
these  artifices  appeal,  quite  early  suggest 
the  query,  whether  the  great  orator  is  not 
_  violator  of  his  own  maxim  In  thus  di¬ 
verting  our  attention  contHiuull)  fr  in  the 
thought  to  the  liitleai  tith  es  of  the  rlieb  r- 

ieifui.  .  I 

Besides,  certain  personal  traits  are  un¬ 
pleasantly  prominent  throughout  all  his 
orations,  ami  seriously  mai  the  beauty  or 

hUMoratorieal  powers. 

liow  often  we  hear  t  he  complacent  n- 
„  &  ilk  ‘Do  me  paucadicamT  Onone  occas¬ 
ion  he  even  suggests  that  thanks  are  due  to 
Cicero  and  Jupiter!  That  the  welfare  of 
the  state  is  centered  in  himself,  eto..  etc. 

In  another  respect,  his  ..rations  show 
forth  his  character  in  a  very  strong  light  - 
that  lie  rarely  rose  above  considerations 
of  purely  personal  interest,  As  some  one 
has  told  us:  "His  orations  are  pitiless 
toward  him.  running  over  with  the  aggres¬ 
sive  and  egotistic,  conceit  and  nervous 
suspicion,  jealousy-trail  slimy  lengths 
around  and  al>out  most  of  the  *  i*«  gl***'*'- 
illg  things  he  was  forever  speaking  or 

writing.

Such  iu  brief  has  been  our  experi¬ 
ence  with  three  great  authors  of  Latin 
literature.  But  theie  still  remains  be¬ 
fore  US  the  groat  field  of  Greek  literature. 
To  this  Jet  us  briefly  turn  our  attention. 
First  comes  Xenophon,  whose  fame 
historian  rests  ch idly  upon  his  Anabasis, 
writ|.*'ii  in  a  simple  ami  agreeable  »tyl<j*. 
quite  suggestive  of  the  .Attic  Bee. 

But  looking  upon  this  history  as  a  whole, 
it  seems  to  be  merely  the  story  of  on* 
angry  brother  lighting  against  another—  n 
narrative  full  of  deceit,  intrigue  and 
treachery  on  both  si  ties.  Nor  do  we  find 
the  portrayal  |*f  character  in  the  narrative 
Instructive  or  attractive.  In  Cyius  we 
find  au  unscrupulous,  aspiring  prince;  in 
Clearchusa  hard,  unfeeling  soldier :  in  Me¬ 
llon  a  profligate  with  no  redeeming  trait ; 
In  Xenophon  himself  the  courtier  and  poli¬ 
tician. 

After  this  we  arrive  at  length  at  the 
height  of  our  ambition— to  be  able  to  read 
Homer  in  the  original.  Ho  ha*  always 
been  known  as  the  prince  of  poets,  the 
grand  model  in  poetry,  from  whose  works 
critics  derive  their  rules.  In  his  greatest 
work,  the  Iliad,  the  'connecting  idea  of  the 
whole  poem  is  the  wrath  of  Achilles,  in 
other  wonls  a  mere  personal  q  arrel  \J'-> 
tween  Achilles  ami  Agamemnon.  They 
wrangle  just  like  two  schoolboys,  until  by 
a  strange  i*oeti<-al  license  some  god  is  sent 
down  from  heaven  to  quiet  them.  Ex¬ 
cepting  the  character  of  Hector,  who 
stands  out  in  word  and  in  act.  as  a  perfect 
gentleman.  Andromache  as  a  noble-mind¬ 
ed  woman,  and  Ulysses  as  a  ready,  versa¬ 
tile  soldier  and  chieftain,  there  is  scarce¬ 
ly  a  character  that  rises  above  the  rud¬ 
est  barbarism.  Even  the  gods  fare  no  bet¬ 
ter.  Olympus  seems  like  an  ill-governed 
hous  hold.  Jupiter  patronizes  Juno  and 
in  return  Juno  wheedles  Jupiter.  Nep¬ 
tune  plead-,  for  dinner  and  Venus  cries 
over  a  scratched  finger. 

In  short,  all  throughout  the  poem  them 
is  an  almost  uninterrupted  detail  of  di.-- 
cord  and  bloodshed  on  earth  hi  *1  in  Olym¬ 
pus.
